London, Aug. 3.—W hile the Austro- 
Germ ans continue to tighten the wines 
of their 
g reat Eastern 
battlefront, 
with success at both extremities, in­ 
cluding the occupation of Mitau in the 
north and further progress beevond 
(’helm, in Southeast Poland, the sit­ 
uation before Warsaw proper rem ains 
unchanged and obscure. 
Few additional details have reached 
London concerning the plans for the 
abandonm ent of the city, but appar­ 
ently the tim e has not arrived for the 
Russians to relinquish their precarious 
hold on the capital, or at least no 
word of its evacuation has come to 
London.

the Russian center retiring from W ar­ 
saw'.

The way in w hich men could help 
v as clear; and the creation of what 
is know n as K itch en er’s arm y was 
tho response given by 
th e 
young 
manhood of the whole Empire, Not 
only from th e Home land but from 
every part of th e Empire, men and 
gifts k • i*t pouring in. 
No external 
compulsion was needed. 
The *om- 
pulslon proceeded from within. Love 
of country and fr edam, and the keen 
desir. 
to s* rve b etter tha n any ex­ 
ternal compulsion; and it was note­ 
w orthy that when reverses and m is ­ 
fortunes were out lot the Immediate 
result was a sha rp ria* in th e n u m ­ 
bers recruiting. 
Nothing mote i n ­ 
spiring to our faith and confidence

Amid nun h th a t is terrible and 
depressing In the last twelve months, 
this sta nds out a blight, clear, shin 
jug light. 
Our small arm y of a few

spirit of bravado and jingoism 
but in the spirit of solemn, and at 
tim same time, joyful, self-dedica­ 
tion.

Russia is now openly appealing to her western allies to go 
to her assistance by developing a m ajor offensive in F r a n c e and 
Belgium. 
H itherto the Slav pressure brought to bear at bon­ 
don and P a ris for help has been secret, so far as the Russian 
government has been officially concerned. 
Unofficial lnitima- 
tions of a plea for a western offensive 
was 
telegraphed 
from 
P etrograd last week, but the governm ent Itself remained silent. 
Today, however, in an official communique, the Russian gov­ 
ernment declares the G erm ans are moving troops from the west 
to tile east, and then adds that “ this fact 
creates 
favorable 
conditions for active operation ! of our allies.” 
In other words 
the czar now openly dem ands thai 
Un 
British and French no 
longer remain idle while the R u ssian s are being forced to ab an ­ 
don

W ashington, Aug. 3.—Three notes 
from Great britain and one from Ger­ 
many, all dealing with the com mer­ 
cial rights of neutral nations in war 
time, are before Secretary Ionising.

Europe and America, in accordance 
\\ ith diplomatic etiquette. 
The I irit- 
ish notes probably will br' given out 
for publication Wednesday morning 
nnd the German note for tho follow­ 
ing day. 
Tile first British note is a long com­ 
munication defending the allies’ ef­ 
forts to suppress trade betw een their 
enemies and neutral countries, even 
by the stoppage of abnorm al com 
merce through Hie neutral countries 
of Europe adjacent to the Teutonic al­ 
lies. 
The second note of the series deals 
with this issue and it is understood 
that it sets up the contention that an 
actual blockade of the North se ap o rts 
exists ami that regardless of the Brit 
ish order in council there is an in 
herent right in th e blockading powers 
under international law to suppress 
traffic bound 
for neutral countries, 
but believed to be destined for an | 
enemy. 
In the Inst note of the series the 
British foreign office holds that

The German note*, continuing the 
discussion over the sinking of tie 
American ship William I*.
